I not fail to cause regret in the White House. Just 
how far the nomination of Beveridge is a repu­ 
diation of Mr, Harding’s policies it.ls difficult to 
say. Senator New has long been one of the Presi­ 
dent’s closest friends, and it is known that he 
wanted the senator renominated.
